REMARKS 
Status of the Claims 
Claims 4, 5, 13-20 are pending in the application. Claims 1-3, 6-12 are cancelled. 

Summary of the Office Action and Response 

In the Office Action, claims 13-20 were allowed. Claims 1-3 and 6-12 were 
rejected. Claims 4 and 5 were objected to. Applicant has herein amended claims 4 and 5 
to cure the objection, and canceled claims 1-3, 6-12 without prejudice, thereby placing 
all pending claims in condition for allowance. 

Claims Rejections - 35 USC §1 02(e) and §103 

The Office rejected claims 1-3 and 6-12 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103 as being 
anticipated by or unpatentable over Souissi et al. (US Patent App. Pub. No. 
2002/0083432), which was cited by the Examiner. Applicant has herein canceled these 
claims without prejudice, thereby making these rejections moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office has allowed claims 13-20, for which the Applicant is thankful. 

The Office objected to claims 4 and 5 as dependent on rejected claim 1 but 
otherwise allowable. Applicant has herein amended each of claims 4 and 5 to 
incorporate the limitations of claim 1, thereby curing these objections. 
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Amendments Without Prejudice 



Applicant states expressly that it is without prejudice or acquiescence to the 
rejections and conclusions by the Office, that the Applicant has herein canceled or 
amended claims to incorporate subject matter deemed allowable by the Office, thereby 
traversing the rejections.
